They write from Rome, that Sixteen of the 
Ringleaders of the late Tumult at Veletri, are com- 
mitted Prifoners there, in order for their Profecution 
and Punifhment. 

The French King having confented that his Am- 
baflador, the Duke of St. Aignan, fhall return to 
Rome, upon Condition that the Arms of the King 
of Poland be fet up again at the Place from whence 
they were taken down}; and provided thatthe Pope 
will give a Declaration, that the fame were taken 
down without his Knowledge, and that he difap- 
proves of what was done in that Matter, the 


Duke will return pry Loe foon as the Arms ‘ 


of King Staniflaus are replaced over the Gate of 
the Polith Convent, and as foon as the Pope has 
given the faid Declaration. This is what his Holi- 
nefs feems very much di‘pofed to, only he would fain 
do it in fuch a Manner, as may not difoblige King 
Auguftus. 

The Pretender is very follicitous with the Car- 
dinals and others of the regation of Rites, to 
put the Stamp of Authenticity, upon the Miracle

gave Employments ; but other Advices fay, they only 
came to reclaim fome Spanifh Deferters)s The 
Malecontents who oppofe the Baron's Party, are 
headed by one-Luke Ornani, who is defCended trom 
one of the ancienteft Families in the Ifland, and to 
whom his Faétion is very much devoted: He keeps 
with a Body of Troops in the Mountains on the 
South Side of the Ifland, and leaves nothing un- 
atrempted, to bring over thofe of th: contrary Party, 
whofe Courage or other Qualities may be of Service 
to him.
